The Hundred Cottage Plan Is Meeting 
With a Qood Reception 
The farmers of Western Canada 
have accorded an unmistakable wel¬ 
come to the 100 Cottagee Plan of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway — tne 
schema Jointly arranged by Lord 
Lovat, British Under-Secretary of 
Dominion Affairs and the railway's 
Department of Colonisation and De¬ 
velopment. As Illustrating the cor¬ 
diality of welcome to th* British 
farmer families who will occupy these 
cottages, until graduating as full- 
fledged farmer* “on their cot" — C. 
A. Van Scoy, C.P.R. Superintendent 
of Colonization here, says that appli¬ 
cations from the Canadian farmers 
for those cottages greatly exceed the 
proposed supply. The present plan 
Is to have 20 of these cottages In 
Manitoba, 45 In Saskatchewan, and 
35 in Alberta. 


Laboratory In Winnipeg will be reas 
surlng.

The report now ie.sucd from the Do¬ 
minion Grain Research Laboratories 
I reveals the results of tests of the mll- 
| ling and baking qualities of wheat 
| of the crop grown this year. The 
I tests were made with samples of 
| grain from all the three western pro- 
b vincea, secured from the oifice of the 
» chief grain inspector. Those »am- 
pies were regarded as fairly repre- 
I 3ontative of the whole western cron 
I The report, prepared by F. J. Bichard 
I and T. n. Aitken, says that the mois¬ 
ture content of the wheat in all 
grades is low and that to date very 
little tough grain and no damp grain 
has appeared on the market. TTie 
weight per bushel of each grade of 
wheat, states the report, is higher 
than that of last year; the protein 
content of the wheat is higher in 
each grade; the quality of the pro¬ 
tein is superior, particularly In the 
lower grades, to that of last year, and 
the baking quality of the flour made 
from each grade is decidedly super¬ 
ior to that of last year. The high mil¬ 
ling and baking quality of the com¬ 
mercial grades is attributed to the 
fact that all the lower grades con¬ 
tain a considerable percentage of 
hard, plump, sound wheat, that frost 
did not occur until the wheat was 
nearly matured and that most of the 
crop was harvested under very favor¬ 
able conditions. All this is very 
gratifying to the farmers and to the 
people of the country at large. Can¬ 
ada has gathered this year the most 
bountiful yield of wheat in its his¬ 
tory. That wheat, according to the 
report from the Dominion Grain Re¬ 
search Laboratory, is of the kind that 
commands the readiest sale in tha 
i markets of the world.—Toronto Mall 
and Empire.

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25,000 Bushels Of Seed Wheat To Be 
Distributed This Year 
Nearly 25,000 bushels of seed 
wheat of the Garnet and Reward 
varieties will be furnished farmers by 
the Department of Agriculture this 
year, it is announced. This com¬ 
pares with 3,000 bushels last year — 
and the demand this year is greater 
than the cupply. The new varieties 
were developed by the Dominion Ce¬ 
realist, L. H. Newman, at the Experi¬ 
mental Farm, at Ottawa. Garnet and 
Reward wheat ripens a week or more 
earlier than Marquis, by which means 
the hazards from frost and rust are 
considerably lessened.

over six hundred head of high quality 
purebred Holsteins, the largest herd 
of dairy cattle in Canada. 

To make a record performance a 
cow must give over 12,500 pounds of 
milk In 365 days. Strathmore Farm 
has 140 record performances to Its 
credit, the highest being 24,500 
pounds of milk w'ith 966.25 pounds of 
butter. There arc now on test sev¬ 
eral cows which will equal this, and 
at least two who will set a new stan¬ 
dard of production. 

Perhaps the greatest stimulus to 
dairying iu Western Canada is given 
by the "A" Circuit Fairs. Cattle 
are shown hero, owners and herds¬ 
men meet together and exchange 
opinions and the smaller farmer reaps 
a largo share of the benefit there¬ 
from. Tho herd from Strathmore 
has been exhibited at Brandon, Cal¬ 
gary, Edmonton, Saskatoon, and Re¬ 
gina for years. This year a srtong 
representation was sent out, particu¬ 
larly as regards young animals. After 
the "A” Circuit Fails the herd par¬ 
ticipated In Vancouver, Victoria and 
New Westminster shows. 

At these eight shows the Strath¬ 
more herd won one hundred first 
prizes, two thirds of all those offered, 
six Grand Championships, and fifteen 
Junior Championships fell to its lot. 
"Strathmore Veeman Fairchild”— 
161846 a two year old heifer bred 
on the farm, was Grand Champion 
female at Edmonton, Saskatoon, Re¬ 
gina, and again at Vancouver. She 
Is the first female bVod on the prair¬ 
ies to win this award at a Western 
“A" Circuit show. Her sire and her 


champion mnle, while Strathmore De¬ 
Winton Matchless won junior and re¬ 
serve grand championship. Competi¬ 
tion at these Fairs is keen, with Hol¬ 
steins from famous herds in Ontario, 
from the Colony Farm herd and oth¬ 
ers being shown. With the excep¬ 
tion of the Junior herd sire, all the 
cattle shown were bred on the Strath¬ 
more Farm. All their dams were 
bred there and are still profitable pro¬ 
ducers In the herd. 

Of the many bull calves born an¬ 
nually at Strathmore, only those are 
reared for sale that are from dams 
which grade cither "Gold Medal” or 
"Excellent" or are from dams not 
themselves iu cither of these grades 
but having an R.O.P. record of at 
least 20,000 pounds of milk In a year. 
All other bull culves are slaughtered 
at birth. 


Steers Fed In Loose Pens Make 
Better Gains 

Steers feeding for the market in 
loose pens made better and more 
economical gains at the Lennoxville, 
Quebec, Experimental Station, than 
those fed tied in the stalls. During 
a period of nine years In which these 
methods of housing have been under 
test, tile cattle running loose gave the 
best returns In all but two seasons. 
Last year the stoers tied In stalls 
made slightly better gains amounting 
to 1.99 pounds per steer per day at a 
cost of 7.10 cents per pound of gain 
as against 7.75 pounds per steer per 
day at a cost of 8.09 cent3 a pound 
for those running loose In the pens. 
From his experience with these tests 
the superintendent of the station, In 
his report for last year, published by 
the Department of Agriculture, at 
Ottawa, reports that steers fed in 
loose pens make the more economical 
gains taking one year with another. 


Defective Eyesight 


Crban l.ife Shown To Be Responsible 
Fur Eye St ruin 

As a result of the great strain on 
tho eyes by the complexity of modern 
civilization, particularly In connection 
with urban life, It Is estimated that 
seven out of every 10 people in the 
large centres of population have de¬ 
fective eyesight. Jerry Britton, a 
consulting optometrist In Montreal, In 
a recent address in which he produc¬ 
ed a moving picture illustrating this, 
said it was caused by the reaction of 
the daily demands of urban life upon 
the delicate organism of tho eye. The 
effect was felt by young und old alike, 
he said. Human eyes are not adapt¬ 
ed to the environment given by mod¬ 
ern civilization, according to the 
speaker.

Employment olficials at Regina 
state that out of the 6,000 British 
harvesters brought to Saskatchewan, 
at least 75 per cent, will remain In 
the West to become permanent Cana¬ 
dian citizens.

Light Beam Produces Music 


NOVEMBER 11 


Ka|nt 1 CoiiIiI Stop Sound By Block- 
Ihr Light With III* Hand 

A narrow beam of light cast about 
an assembly room In the Hotel Bllt- 
more, at Atlanta, Georgia, was 
changed into music nnd held under 
perfect control at the will of John 
Bellamy Taylor, consulting engineer 
of the General Electric Company at 
Schenectady, N.Y. 

The demonstration, given before 
the American Institute of Electrical 
Engineers, was made possible through 
a complicated apparatus by which 
electrical impulse Is controlled by the 
beam of light, and represented what 
Mr. Taylor called “narrow castings.’ 

The equipment used in the demon¬ 
stration Is known as a plioto-phone, 
built on old principles, Mr. Taylor 
said, but utilizing the perfected 
photo-electric tube, electric pick-up 
and newly developed amplifiers and 
sound reproducers.

Living in Canada nnd working in ■ 
the United States is the privilege of! 
all British subjects, no matter where 
they hail from. So says the supreme 
court of the United States. The 
widespread impression that this privi¬ 
lege Is limited to Canadian citizens 
Is wrong. The Jay treaty of 1794, 
on which the decision rests, does not 
mention Canadians either native-born 
or foreign-born. It says that “his 
majesty’s subjects” and “citizens of 
the United States" shall have the 
right “freely to pass and repass by 
land or Inland navigation into tlio 
respective territory and countries of 
the two parties on the continent to 
America.” This applies to British 
subjects from Scotland, New Zealand, 
Honduras and many other quarters 
as well as Canada.

Labor Party Makes Gains 
In Municipal Elections 
Held In England 


London, Eng. Labor leaders are 
elated over gains made in the muni¬ 
cipal elections in the cities and towns 
throughout England. Incomplete re¬ 
turns indicate that Labor candidates 
have made a net gain of 301 seats on 
municipal councils outside of Loudon 
while their principal opponents re¬ 
gistered a loss of 71, and indepen¬ 
dents a loss of 31. 

Ret lilts of the elections created ex¬ 
ceptional interest this year, some 
leaders professing to believe that the 
vote would indicate in some degree 
what could be expected at the gen¬ 
eral elections throughout the coun¬ 
try next year. 

Labor gains, partial returns indi¬ 
cated, were made largely ut the ex¬ 
pense of Conservatives. At Twicken¬ 
ham the Labor party gained three 
seats from Conservatives. Twicken¬ 
ham is the parliamentary constitu¬

Frank L. Lascot, 
of the Allied Newspapers of Britain, 
who originated the pmpiro travel and 
scholarship scheme under which the 
50 British boys and girls were given 
the tour to Canada. 

The purpose of the club will be| 
to keep ailve the contacts made in 
Canada to keep tlie members relia-. 
bly informed on opportunities for' 
young people in the Dominion, and 
to preserve the spirit of the empire 
travel scheme which is to be extend¬ 
ed in future years by the Allied 
Newspaper group to other sections ot 
the British Empire. The 50 "Am¬ 
bassadors" who completed their five 
weeks remarkable tour of the Domin¬ 
ion are constituted charter members 
of the club and J:hn Hackman, of 
London University, who was cne of 
the party, has been selected general 
secretary. 


New Policy May Be Adopted Hj 
Department Of Interior 

The new policy of the department 
©l interior In regard to leased pchooi 
lands affects only cultivated lands 
which have been abandoned or re¬ 
linquished and will not become effect¬ 
ive until Hon. Charles 3tewart has 
obtained approval of the three provin¬ 
cial governments thereto. Mr. Stew'- 
art already has interviewed tho Sas¬ 
katchewan and Alberta governments 
and has obtained their consent. 

The new policy will affect approxi¬ 
mately 1,000 parct’s of land in thi 
three prairie provinces, most of which 
are in Alberta and Saskatchewan, and 
only a few in Manitoba. The weak 
ness in the administration which tin 
|K>licy Is designed to correct is rathe, 
involved but may be explained as fol 
lows: The school lands are adminis 
tered by the interior department as 
the trustee of the provinces. No sale* 
of school lands are held or made with¬ 
out the consent of the provinces. 
Since these sale; are by public auction 
it is advisable frequently to wait un¬ 
til a demand is felt. In Manitoba, 
for example, there have been no sales 
for several years. 

In these periods it has been the 
policy of the department to lease 
school kinds for various purposes 
such ns grazing and haying. However, 
the land must not be cultivated. In 
recent years a problem arose in re¬ 
gard to land which had l>een sold and 
subsequently abandoned. Sometimes 
the purchaser was put olf the land 
because he could not meet his pay- j 
ments and other times he walked off 
of his own volition. These kinds, or 
course, had been cultivated and with 
no occupant in charge these farms 
began to grow up in weeds. It be 
comes a problem and it was decided 
linally that in between auction sales, 
and sometimes years elapse, these 
cultivated lands should be leased for 


May last year, Each of throe pens 
was mad# up of fifteen Barred Hock 
pultet*. Tits scratch grain mixture 
consisted of two parts cracked corn 
two parts wheat, and ono part oats. 
The dry mash was made up of 100 
pounds of wheat bran, 100 pounds 
wheat middlings, 100 pounds corn- 
meal, 100 pounds crushed oats, and 5 
poundq of charcoal. This mixture was 
uniform for all the pens but one of 
them received In addition 4fl pounds 
of beef scrap. Another recelvod skim 
milk fed at a rate of a quart dally 
for fifteen birds and tho third receiv¬ 
ed 45 pounds of AJimsal. tteoorda 
were kept of tho eggs laid, their val¬ 
ue per bird, and tho returns per bird 
over the cost of feed. The cost in 
feed for the eggs laid amounted to 21 
cents per dozen for those getting 
beef scrap; 10 cents per dozen for 
those getting skim milk, ami a frac¬ 
tion over lfl cents from the birds get¬ 
ting tho fish meal. Tho average 
value of the eggs per bird was $2.75 
for the beef ecrap lot, $3.44 for the 
skim milk pon. and $3.20 for the 
birds getting tho fishmeal. The pro¬ 
fit on tho birds was on a correspond¬ 
ing scale. It Is further shown In the 
report, which lo published by the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture at Ottawa, 
that tho mortality in tho chicks at 
three weeks cf age was highest from 
the birds getting the beef scrap, 
amounting to almost 43 per cent. 
The lowest were those from the eggs 
from clrlm milk fed birds amounting 
to 10 per cent., whereas tho mortal¬ 
ity from the eggs from tho fishmeal 
fed pen was midway between, 
amounting to 22.85 per cent. Ex¬ 
periments during three years showed 
that skim milk has given better egg 
production and a larger profit than 
beef scrap.

That, of course, does not mean 
spends a small fortune in education 
will necessary forge his way Into tho 
high income class. There are excep¬ 
tions to all rules and there are Indi¬ 
viduals who, in spite of excellent 
education, fail somehow to get ahead. 

But in a group of 7,000 men the 
rule prevails over the exceptions. And 
the conclusions of this investigation 
hear out others based upon a smaller 
number of cases.

With finds which they believe rank with those of 
King Tut’s tomb in antiquity if not in splendor, nine 
members of the Stoll-MeCracken Expedition of the 
American Museum of Natural History reached Mon¬ 
treal over the lines of the Canadian National Railways 
from Prince Rupert. B.C., where they left the Schooner 
"Effie M. Morriaey" which had carried them through 
the Arctic waters. The party consisting of Charles 
Stoll, of New York, backer and director of the Expedi¬ 
tion and his wife, n noted big game huntress; Harold 
McCracken, Associate Editor of Field and Stream and 
leader of the expedition; Dr. II. K. Anthony, Curator of 
Mammals of the American Museum and other Museum 
experts, left the port of Prince Rupert on May 1st, for 
northern waters, ami were at one time 225 miles north 
of Point Barrow. Their search was for ancient mum¬ 
mies believed to be of Stone Age men, whose presence 
on the barren islands of the Aleutians group had been 
reported. 

On a barren island, far from the present haunts of 
men, a burial was discovered in which were four bodies 
in a rude sarcophagus, constructed of driftwood, clever¬ 
ly mortised together and held by nails made of walrus 
bone. The mummies were those of a chieftain; his 
hunter who was sent on the long journey with him to 
provide game for his food; a seamstress who had her 
sewing equipment for repairing the chief’s garments, 
and a child believed to show the chief's love of children. 
Beside the body of the hunter, were the stone hatchets 
1 and harpoons of his craft. The mummies were spkxi-

THE SALIVA 

You will recall how you came in 
hungry and saw mother's cooking on 
the table, so tempting. And you said. 
“It makes my mouth water.” 

Now, as a matter of fact, it pro¬ 
bably did, for the mere sight or smell 
of savory food is sufficient to stimu¬ 
late the salivary glands to function.

Then, too. you have observed how 
sticky or ropy is the suliva at times. 
This is due to still another salivary 
content, the mucus. The function of 
this substance is largely the mechan¬ 
ical one of binding the food particles 
together and at the same time of lu¬ 
bricating and making slippery, tlie 
surfaces of the teeth and mouth tis¬ 
sues, thus assisting in the act of swul- 
lowing. 

Lastly, the presence of suliva with 
its constant renewal, tends to over¬ 
come through its neutralizing effect, 
tho harmful action of fermentation 
| of carbohydrate matter in the mouth. 
Hence, it is important for this reason 
too. that tho supply be liberal.
